Most Collin County residents—like 
those in Dallas and other surrounding 
counties—will have to wait on the 
swine flu vaccine, but according to a 
spokesman for the State Dept, of 
Health Resources, the delay should 
not significantly increase the danger 
of a widespread epidemic here 
“ It could happen,” commented Bob 
English on the possibilities of a swine 
flu outbreak in Collin County. “The 
longer into the flu season we go. the 
greater risk we run of an epidemic 
But while it is a concern of ours, we re

Looming as a bigger problem than 
the vaccine’s delay ami staggered 
delivery system, though, is the fact 
that at this point, the vaccine won t be 
given to the 18 and under age group 
The field tests have shown that the 
vaccine won t set up effective an­ 
tibodies in younger patients, and it s 
also producing some side effects that 
we don't want to take a chance on,” 
English revealed “ However, they’re 
still working on it, and another vac­ 
cine may be developed in time to treat 
the teenagers and children ” 


Referring back to the 1918 swine flu 
epidemic which took half a million 
American lives. English explained 
that many young people were among 
its victims 
"However, if we can innoculate 90 
percent of the rest of the people, this 
will 
provide a good m easure of 
protection for the young.” he said. 
English also said that the first 
deliveries of flu vaccine will go 
toward the chronically ill and those 
o\ cr 65 years of age. but that everyone 
should lie innoculated by Christmas—

Ever walk through your 
lawn and have a number of 
small moths fly up and away? 
Could be that your lawn is in 
for some real trouble. Those 
harmless looking little moths 
may be adult sod webworms, 
and if the grass you happen 
to be walking through is blue­ 
grass or bentgrass, it could 
mean big problems 
Damage — The moths are 
dusk workers. They zigzag your 
law n m uch like m iniature 
bombers dropping eggs every­ 
w here and anyw here. The 
young larvae of the webworm 
completely 
skeletonize 
grass 
blades. When they are older, 
the webworms can sheer off 
gras* blades like a lawn mower 
An early sign of damage is 
an area of unevenly cropped 
grass. Soon, large areas may 
turn brown and die There are 
many species of sod webworms 
damaging lawns in different 
parts of the country, but they 
are more abundant in warm 
climates. 
Identification — Sod web­ 
worms found in arid locations 


are 
gray, 
slender, 
black- 
spotted with brown heads. The 
moth is a light to moderate 
yellow with small white, brown 
or black spots. W ebworms 
found in moist locations tend 
to be light gray in the larva 
stage with dark spots 
The 
moth is pale brown. Webworms 
make silken tubes between the 
grass stems. These shelters are 
camouflaged with bits of grass 
and bright-green excrement. 
When disturbed, webworm s 
will scurry into these protec­ 
tive tubes. 


Control—ll you have seen 
moth activity at dusk, you 
can help stop sod webworm 
damage by using an insecticide 
such as Sevin carbaryl. Repeat 
the application two to three 
weeks later if necessary. Sevin 
controls a number of destruc­ 
tive lawn and garden pests. It 
is biodegradable and is avail­ 
able at almost all garden sup­ 
ply stores. Remember all pes­ 
ticides 
can 
be 
harmful 
to 
health and the environment if 
misused Read the label care­ 
fully and use only as directed. 
It’s Time For 
Bulb Planting 


For a dash of color in your 
garden next spring, 
plan 
your spring flowering bulb 
garden now. 
Make your bulb purchases 
as soon as they are available 
in the garden centers and 
nursery 
stores. 
E arly 
selection will provide‘ you 
with bulbs that are in prime 
condition. 
The shelf life of many 
spring flowering bulbs is 
short, especially when kept 
under store conditions of low 
hum idity and high tem ­ 
perature. Order early to get 
top quality merchandise. 
Include in the list of hardy 
bulbs such things as daf­ 
fodils, hyacinths, crocus, as 
well as tulips. Throughout 
the southern portion of the 
state, tulips must be treated 
as annuals 
and 
replaced 
each year. 
Select bulbs that are firm 
and free of water-soaked 
areas. Check for discolored 
or rough areas as these signs 
are frequently an indication 
of disease. 
Planting directions are 
usually given at the sales 
counter; how ever, if in­ 
structions are not available, 
a good rule of thumb is to 
place the base of the bulb at 
a depth two to three times 
the height of the bulb. Select 
a well-drained area when 


planting bulbs. If the area is 
too damp or poorly drained 
to grow good grass, don’t 
plant bulbs. 
An application of complete 
fertilizer to the bed area is 
very 
beneficial. 
Use 
a 
complete fertilizer w ith an 8- 
8-8 or sim ilar analysis, at the 
rate of three to four pounds 
per hundred square feet of 
bed area 
Bulbs should be planted so 
that 
the 
v arieties 
are 
grouped 
in 
m asses 
to 
provide a good display of 
color. An effective way to 
use bulbs is to plant them in 
the flower borders along 
with perennials. After the 
bulbs have bloomed the 
perennial foliage will hide 
the m aturing bulb foliage as 
it 
d eterio rates. 
O ther 
locations for bulbs are in the 
foundation plantings, around 
terraces, at driveway en­ 
trances, or woody areas to 
help naturalize them. 


When purchasing bulbs be 
sure you are getting disease 
free m aterials. D iseased 
bulbs usually look moldy and 
discolored or are soft and 
rotted. 


Once you have made your 
selections and purchased the 
bulbs needed, be in no hurry 
to plant, if storage facilities 
are available.

M aharishi M ahesh Yogi has 
taken a firm hold in the 
United States — m uch to the 
dism ay of m any Christian 
religious leaders. 
Supporters of the system 
of m editation and thought, 
first p o p u larized by the 
Beatles singing group, make 
se v eral 
c la im s 
for 
the 
practice: that it is not a 
religion and that it provides 
followers with a way to ease 
stress and im prove serenity. 
Some public schools, with 
the aid of federal, state and 
local tax dollars, have in­ 
stituted TM courses for high 
school students. 
But a growing num ber of 
religious officials are con­ 
cern ed ab out 
TM , 
p a r­ 
ticularly because they doubt 
its claim to be nonreligious. 
The issue is joined over the 
question of what is religion 
in

As 
traditional faiths seem to 
lose their influence on many 
people,

the 
Assemblies of God said there 
were a num ber of areas in 
which TM is contrary to 
Bible doctrines, including its 
teachings about God, reality, 
m an and salvation It denies 
the existence of a personal 
God, it said and sees man as 
his own savior, thus allowing
